HOW A MAN KNOWS 
HE'S ATTOE POLE 


Easy Theoretically to Tell, but 
Hard Practically. 


WORK 
WITH 
ICY 
FINGERS 


W eather Conditions Make Taking of 
Observations 
Difficult— Latitude 
Is 
Ascertained by Means of the Sun or 
Stardi 


According to the scientists, it would 
be easy theoretically for an explorer 
to ascertain the fact that he had 
reached UU degrees 
north latitude, 
or the north pole. 
Practically, how­ 
ever, the determ ination of the fact is 
not without much difficulty. 
Owing 
to the intense cold aud other adverse 
meteorological conditions, handling of 
the instrum ents needed for observa­ 
tions is a m atter of great hardship. 
In telling how an explorer could 
learn that he was at the uorth pole 
Professor Milton Updegraff, professor 
of mathematics. United States navy, 
and director of the Nautical Almanac, 
said: 
“An explorer approaching the pole 
at any time on April 21, when the sun 
is above the horizon to an observer at 
.the pole, would make observations of 
the height of the sun. 
At the same 
time lie would take the time ou his 
chronometer or his watch. 
“On arriving at the pole he would 
continue to make such observations for 
perhaps a day or longer, making an 
observation once every bour or two. 
Such observations actually made nu­ 
der the conditions prevailing there 
would when examined by an expert as­ 
tronomer probably contain tolerably 
conclusive evidence of their genuine­ 
ness. 


Look at Stars Instead of Sun. 
“An explorer approaching the pole 
from October to February, wheu the 
sun is below the horizon at the pole, 
might observe the stars instead of the 
sun. 
“On April 21. 1908, the declination 
of the sun—that is, its distance from 
the equator—would be a little less than 
12 degrees. 
To an observer at the 
pole the atmosphere would slightly in­ 
crease in its apparent height above the 
horizon. 
The motion of the sun in 
decimation at that time is about fifty- 
one seconds of arc per bour, or about 
twenty minutes. This is equivalent to 
one-third of a degree a day, or about 
two-thirds of the diam eter of the suu 
itself. 
“To au observer standing exactly at 
the pole the sun would duriug the 
day move around the horizon at an 
altitude of about 
12 degrees, 
the 
height slowly increasing as the decli­ 
nation of the sun increases by one- 
third of a degree a day. 
lf tile ob­ 
server were provided with a sextant 
and mercurial horizon he would prob­ 
ably measure the altitude of the sun 
hour by hour, aud, aside from the 
above mentioned gradual increase in 
the declination of the suu, the altitude 
of the sun should remain the same; 
then the observer would know be was 
stationed at the pole. 
Can Tell Almost Exactly. 
“In approaching the pole and at a 
distance of. say, sixty minutes from it 
the path of the sun would be some­ 
what inclined to the horizon, but on 
approaching more nearly, to within 
2,000 feet, an approximation of the 
described condition would be found. 
“Upon an explorer’s ability to make 
these 
observations 
with 
benumbed 
hands, his facilities for conveying his 
instrum ents and his ability to over­ 
come the most discouraging conditions 
for recording teem would rest his 
claim to the discovery of the north 
pole.” 


SOME OF THE CREDIT 
GOES TO THE ESKIMO 


Without Him Pole Hunting Would 
Be Very Difficult. 


HARD 
WORKER, 
BUT DIRTY. 


Plenty of W a te r Around His Land, but 
None of It Ever Touches Him—Arctic 
Air Keeps Northern Men In Good 
Health. 


In spite of their differences regard­ 
ing the discovery of the uorth polaaud 
other matters, in one thing Commander 
Peary aud Dr. Cook are in thorough 
agreement. 
With the other meu who 
have sought “farthest north” records 
they declare that expeditions to or to­ 
ward the pole would be almost if not 
quite impossible without the aid of the 
Eskimos. 
Almost all of the loug line 
of arctic explorers have fully acknowl­ 
edged their indebtedness to the men 
of the north for their fam iliarity with 
arctic conditions and their willingness 
to work as sledge drivers and burden 
bearers. 
The only true Eskimos on this con­ 
tinent live on the west coast of Green­ 
land from Upernavik to Etah, in the 
heart of the arctic, less than 700 milec 
from the pole, where so many fearless 
explorers have spent their long, dark 
winter night before the final Mash on 
foot and sledges over ice and hum­ 
mocks of ice. 
With all their virtues of industry, 
honesty, 
peaceableness and docility 
the Eskimos are the filthiest people in 
the world. They never wash, not even 
face and hands. 
The smell of their 
fur clothing and secretions from the 
skin 


The wounded walrus tears or sinks 
the little skin canoe, and widow, chil­ 
dren and relatives become common 
charges. 
At a distance it is difficult to distin­ 
guish an Eskimo man from his mate, 
as the sexes dress similarly. The out­ 
er clothing consists of trousers and a 
coat fitting close to the body and cov­ 
ering the head by a prolongation of 
the coat, like a hood. 
The clothing is 
made of the skins of seals, land ani­ 
mals and birds. Some of the southern 
Eskimos have been Christianized, and 
their mode of life bas been brought 
somewhat into conformity with civi­ 
lized ideas. 
The great majority of 
them, however, believe in a crude form 
of nature worship and hero veneration.

York all contracted the disease in less 
than six months. 
One who returned 
to his arctic home made a quick cure. 
It is well known that the loug arctic 
winter, with its depressing effects on j 
body and mind, often upsets the best | 
balanced nervous system, even of the 
natives. 
But this hysteria vanishes 
with the summer. Explorers have suf­ 
fered in the same way, and two have 
committed suicile. 
In summer Eski 
coos get so full blooded that nose- 
bleeding is very common. 
All degenerative diseases that cause 
so much suffering and death in civili­ 
zation are absent from the Eskimos. 
The pure, sterile arctic air contains no 
germs, but the natives invariably take 
a bad “ship cold” when they go aboard 
white men’s ships. 
Nature acts the 
good sanitarian in the far north and 
shuts the door against all disease 
germs. The use of remedies either in­ 
side or out is unknown. 
Wounds heal 
up at once without mattering. 
All tu­ 
mors, warts and cancers are unknown.

St. Paul, Sept. 22.—Th e late Gover­ 
nor Joh nson was accorded one of th e 
most rem arkable tributes ever paid to 
th e memory of a public man in Minne­ 
sota. 
Th e unusual interest and sy m­ 
path y m anifested during h is illness 
h as turned into th e profoundest grief, 
for surely no Minnesotan ever got 
closer to th e h earts of h is people th an 
did Governor Joh nson. 
From th e h our th at th e governor’s 
death was first publicly announced by 
th e tolling of a sch ool bell in Roch es­ 
ter, all usual public activity was aban­ 
doned. 
All banks, stores and offices 
were closed and th e buildings draped 
in black and purple crepe. 
Governor Joh nson's body was es­ 
corted to th e special Ch icago Great 
W estern train by a th rong of citizens 
from every walk of life. On th e train 
were Mrs. Joh nson, a few of h er per­ 
sonal friends, state officers and friends 
of th e late governor. 
As th e cortege 
passed down th e street leading to th e 
station th e escort lined up on eith er 
side with bared h eads and th e h un­ 
dreds of 
people around th e depot 
sh owed a like respect. May or Th omp­ 
son h ad proclaimed it a day of public 
mourning. Th e may or and councilmen 
acted as pallbearers. 
All th e way along th e route to St. 
Paul flags were at h alf mast and build­ 
ings draped with crepe. At Zumbrota 
th e entire population of th e town ap­ 
peared to be at th e station. 
A touch ­ 
ing feature was th e appearance of a 
large number of sch ool ch ildren lined 
up along th e platform, each provided 
with national colors, wh ich were point­ 
ed 
downward. 
Similar 
receptions' 
were accorded 
th e special train at 
oth er points along th e route. Upon its 
arrival in St. Paul th e train was met 
by detach m ents of all th e local com­ 
panies of th e national guard and an 
escort of police. 
In spite of a h eavy 
downpour of rain th ousands of people 
swarmed around th e train and th e pro­ 
cession to th e state capitol, with th e 
militia acting as escort, was witnessed 
by th ousands of people. 
Upon arrival at th e capitol th e body 
was placed in th e rotunda, wh ere it lay 
in state until th is afternoon. 
Four 
commissioned officers of th e national 
guard, four sergeants, four corporals 
and four privates stood guard by th e 
casket until its removal from th e cap­ 
itol. 
Th is afternoon th e Rev. J. J. 
Lawler, ch aplain of th e governor’s 
staff, conducted services in th e capi­ 
tol. Tomorrow th e body will be taken 
to St. Peter, wh ere final services will 
be h eld under Presby terian auspices, 
with th e Rev. R. E. Clark in ch arge. 
Interm ent will be in th e family ceme­ 
tery at St. Peter, wh ere 
Governor 
Joh nson is to h e buried beside h is 
moth er. 
Honorary escorts will be 
state officers, th e St. Paul lodge of 
Elks, and th e Knigh ts of Py th ias, wh o 
will accompany th e special train to 
St. Peter.

Quarter of Populous City 


and For Three Days Gluts Its Lust 


For Blood— Vile Crime Laid at the 


Door of the Reactionaries, W ho Re­ 


sented Jewish Support of the Rus­ 


sian Reform Movement. 


Berlin, Sept. 22.—According to in­ 
formation received by prominent Jews 
of th is city , anoth er massacre of Jewrs 
by th e Russians h as taken place at 
Kieff. 
Th e 
latest 
outrage 
began 
on last Th ursday , th e Jewish New 
Year’s day , and lasted for th ree day s, 
during wh ich time eigh teen Jews were 
killed outrigh t, twelve so severely in­ 
jured th at th ey subseq uently died, and 
150 seriously injured. 
Th ere were a th ousand lesser cas­ 
ualties, besides th e destruction of sev­ 
eral h undreds of th ousands of dollars’ 
worth of Jewish property . 
Th e Jews h ad but scant means of 
defending th emselves and succeeded 
in killing only th ree of th eir Russian 
assailants and injuring a score. 
Th e reactionary party is responsible 
for th e latest anti-Jewish outbreak. It 
became enraged at th e Jews for th eir 
support of th e reform movement and 
decided to inaugurate th e Jewish New 
Year with anoth er attack on th e Jews, 
several 
of 
wh ich 
h ave 
darkened 
Kleff’s h istory in th e last few y ears. 
Hundreds of peasants were h ired by 
th e reactionary party and th ey led in 
th e attack on th e Jews. 
At th e h igh t of th e mob’s frenzy , 
one h undred Jewish women and girls 
were seized by th e drunken rioters, 
stripped of th eir cloth es and forced to 
• gath er in a long parade naked th rough 
th e streets, wh ile th e crowds of Rus­ 
sians jeered, reviled and spit upon 
th em. 
Two Jewish boy s th at sough t to de­ 
fend th e women against outrage were 
seized by th e mob leaders and th rown 
into a nearby bonfire th at h ad been 
built of th e plunder of .sacked Jewish 
h ouses and roasted alrve, wh ile th e 
mob danced about th e flames. 
A h andful of Jews, several of th em 
h oy s, 
tried 
to 
defend 
th emselves 
against th e infuriated mob. 
Th ey 
stood against a wall and fired into th e 
mob, killing th ree. One q uick rush by 
th e mob, h owever, and th e little band 
was 
overpowered 
and 
h acked 
to 
pieces. 
Every one was dismembered 
and beh eaded and pieces of th eir bod­ 
ies kicked about th e streets. 
During th e th ree day s of butch ery 
and outrage th e auth orities passively 
watch ed proceedings, pleading th at 
th ey were unable to ch eck th e mob.

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Lack of Typhoid Fever 
Is Due To Water System 


Physicians Say That Disease Is Not 
Prevalent as It Was in Former Yeats 


All hail the water works system 
of Rushville! Who would ever believe 
that it has saved many lives since it's 
installation in This city. But statis­ 
tics show that such is the case and 
it cannot be denied. Although physi­ 
cians have kept no regular Record of 
the case of typhoid fever they are 
unanimous in the corroboration of 
the statement that the sickness due 
to this disease has been reduced by 
a large per cent, since 
the water 
works system has been installed. 
This year it is especially notice­ 
able. While other cities are contend­ 
ing with numerous cases of the dis­ 
ease Rushville has not a single case 
within it’s borders 
and 
everything 
pointe to th6 fact that it is all due 
to the water. 
In previous years before Rushville 
knew what an up-to-date water sys­ 
tem was and had to secure their wa­ 
ter supply from any means possible 
the cases of typhoid fever were very 
numerous and physicians say that 
as many as one hundred patients 
were treated during the winter nearly 
every year. 


Since the system has been installed 
and draws upon wells of pure water 
which are pronounced by experts as 
being near the best in the State, the 
number of typhoid fever cases will 
not average over five each year. 
Within recent years the physicians 
have always made an effort to trace 
the location of the germ which caused 
the disease. 
In every instance they 
found that the family where the pa­ 
tient was to be found had been using 
water from a shallow well near an 
unhealthy pool of water or stream 
or that they had taken in the germ 
in some other city. 
Only a few years ago 
since 
the 
residents of Rushville have had the 
advantage of the healthy water one 
family had five cases of the fever in 
their home during the fall of hte year. 
The germ was finally traced to an 
old well located in the back part of 
the yard which was lower than the 
house and caught all the waste ma­ 
terial from the home. The well was 
condemned and the patients were all 
cured.

Other Advantages 
of Public Library 


Paper by A. E. Martin, Who Drew 
Third Prize in Chautauqua Contest 


A free public library exists for the 
benefit of the entire community, for 
the masses of the people and not for 
a few special classes. 
A public li­ 
brary iii its modem acceptation of 
the term, is more than a fine building 
with a large collections of books. Tis 
true the above mentioned features 
are absolutely essential. 
The mod­ 
ern public library, consists of a com­ 
modious and 
eonvientlv arranged 
building, a well selected collection of 
books and 
an 
up-to-date, 
wide 
awake, well trained, practical librar­ 
ian. The librarian is the all controll­ 
ing factor in a 
a 
public 
library. 
Library authorities 
and 
leading 
educators consider that 75 per cent. 
of the efficiency of a successful li­ 
brary is due to the librarian’s efforts. 
The modern free public library bas 
an assembly room, 
well 
equipped 
with good seats and a platform or 
stage. Here 
would be the place 
where the literary societies and clubs 
could hold their meetings. This lec- 
t are room could be used for the hold­ 
ing of lectures, musical 
entertain­ 
ments and socials of various natures. 
An assembly room of this kind would 
be a great saving in the wear and tear 
of our homes, of our school* buildings 
and of our church buildings. 
A library is established for the 
purpose of diffusing information, for 
culture, for the intellectual and moral 
uplift of a community, for recreation 
and pleasure. Rushville has a large 
population of people who need such 
an institution in their midst. 
Hun­ 
dreds of our citizens are people of 
limited means who cannot afford a li­ 
brary of their own, who cannot afford 
any reading matter, and these people 
spend their leisure time in idleing, 
loafing and lounging about. 
Their 
conversation is limited and of a de­ 
grading character. 
These 
are 
the 
people who needs a library. 
Rushville needs a library to afford 
a social and intellectual center for a 
large percentage of her people; to 
awaken, enthuse and encourage latent 
talent; to assist and improve the con­ 
ditions of laboring men, to amplify 
and dignify farm life; to add a new 
beauty and purity to the home life; 
to increase the zeal in home life; to 
enhance tile interests of our schools 
and produce a generation of workers 
and thinkers, to instil a deeper reli­ 
gious sentiment and create a purer 
moral enthusiasm in her citizenship. 
One of t heprime reasons for the 
need of a free public library in Rush­ 
ville, is that Rushville has no Y. M. C. 
A., organization, no social club of an 
extensive character, no institutional 
church, no reading room, or social 
organizations, no 
improved 
public 
park, where people of all ages and 
classes may meet and 
mingle 
to­ 
gether. 
Our young and middle aged 
people have no meeting place other 
than the saloon, the pool room, the 
street comers, the depots, freight 
yards 
along the railway tracks, 
creeks and woods. While assembled 
in such places the crowds 
get 
to 
drinking, gambling, swearing, carous­ 
ing, rioting and occasionally fighting, 
which usually ends in a murder com­ 
mitted. 
Such actions as the above 
are degrading, injurious and expen­ 
sive to the individual, to society and 
to the community. 
If Rushville had 
a 
free 
public 
library, properly conducted, with a 
room in the basement fitted up for 
smoking and social room, this room 
would eventually become the social 
center of the 
city. 
This 
feature 


would especially appeal to the labor­ 
ing classes, to the timid class and to 
that class of poor people who feel 
that their clothes, and their manners 
would not please the aristocratic 
class, as they term them. This room 
would contain the magazine section, 
consisting of all kinds of magazines 
and periodicals. 
This would be the 
room where all the local and cosmo­ 
politan daily papers would be kept. 
This room could be fitted 
up with 
magazines and periodicals 
on 
out 
door life, on hunting, fishing, camp­ 
ing, bicycling, motoring aerial navi­ 
gation and etc., which would natur­ 
ally appeal to this class of people. 
These people would casually examine 
these periodicals, get 
interested in 
certain articles and finally become 
enthusiastic upon some subject and 
continue to make further investiga­ 
tion along some practical lines. The 
Incentive thus given may be the be­ 
ginning of the making of a great in­ 
ventor, a noted machinist, a promo­ 
ter, and many other noted successess 
hi various lines of activity. In such 
an environment as this, indolence is 
changed to industry; mere existent 
to living; ignorance to 
intelligence; 
coarseness and rudeness to refine­ 
ment; vice to virtue; de^jioudency to 
hope and burden making, vicious peo­ 
ple to 
respectable burden bearing 
progressive citizens. 
A free public library could sub­ 
serve the interests of Rushville's fac 
tory population. The librarian could 
fnake a selection of books, magazines 
and periodicals, bearing upon the 
Subject of machinery, its construc­ 
tion, improvements and manipulation. 
The librarian could secure the reports 
from the Patent office showing cuts 
and giving description 
of patents. 
These could be conveniently and con­ 
spicuously arranged so as to appeal 
to those mechanically inclined. These 
reports would stimulate men who 
work on patents and the world would 
reap the benefit of useful inventions. 
Articles concerning the location, pur­ 
poses and management of factories. 
The heating, ventilation and sanitary 
conditions of factories and other ar­ 
ticles concerning the life work of 
these men could read up on their 
particular line of work, become more 
efficient and more useful to their em­ 
ployers and thus not onty increase 
their wages, but the lives, their home 
and their families would be marve­ 
lously changed and improved. 
As Rushville is located in an agri­ 
cultural region, works and articles 
on intensive and scientific farming 
would appeal to the farming class. 
The librarian could select works upon 
dairying, poultry raising, gardening, 
horticulture, bee raising, etc, which 
would not only appeal to the farm­ 
er’s wives and daughters, but would 
be a source of pleasure as well as of 
profit and would be a great stride in 
enhancing the signifianee and dignity 
of farm life. Books and magazines 
upon such subjects as rotation of 
crops; fertilization, analyzation, care 
and preparation of soil; drainage, 
importation, breeding and raising of 
cattle, hogs, sheep and horses; se­ 
lection and care of seeds of all kinds; 
useful and convenient, yet simple and 
inexpensive arrangements for water­ 
ing, feeding and 
sheltering 
stock; 
latest and most satisfactory makes 
of farming implements and machin­ 
ery. The librarian could select books 
and works pertaining to these various 
subjects, encourage the reading and 
study of the same and in this way 


farm life and rural life would become 
more attractive and renumerative and 
tend te check the trend of population 
cityward and keep the boys and girls 
on the farm. 
The librarian could get in touch 
with the mothers and daughters of 
Rushville and inform them that she 
had accumulated a fund of informa­ 
tion upon domestic 
science, 
upon 
fancy work, upon the 
culture 
of 
flowers; how to beautify the home 
and its surroundings; how to nurse 
the sick, the characteristics, fitness 
and duties of a good nurse, and care 
of furs, clothing and other articles 
about the home. 
That certain days 
of the wieek at specified hours, the 
library and the librarian would be at 
the service of the ladies. In this . av 
the ladies of our city would become 
not only more proficient, but more in­ 
terested in 
their homes. Rushville 
would then become a city of efficient', 
cultured wives gnd 
mothers, 
have 
happier homes, better fed and bett<r 
groomed husbands and fathers and 
more rosy-cheeked, bright-eyed, in 
telligent and useful daughters. 
Our city needs a library as an in­ 
centive to dub life, not social aristo­ 
cratic caste life, but club life that 
will instruct, refine and culture the 
citizens of Rushville. 
The librarian 
could suggest lines of work that 
could be successfully and systemati 
colly followed out by the men. women 
and children of our city. 
Knowing 
the lines of work and study that were 
being pursued by the various clubs of 
the city, the librarian could 
select 
books, papers, magazines and arri 


des pertaining to the subjects under 
consideration. 
The library facilities of our schools 
are very limited and unsatisfactory. 
A recent member of the State Board 
of Education, while inspecting our 
public schools recently said that the 
schools were sadly in need of refer­ 
ence books. A fine selection of his­ 
tories, works on biography and splen­ 
did reference works would benefit not 
only the school 
children, 
but 
all 
classes of people. Most subjects are 
lightly treated and investigation is not 
encouraged. The spirit of inquiry' is 
suppressed, rather than encouraged, 
owing to the lack of books and the 
sources of informaton. If Rushville 
had a free public library with a well 
equipped juvenile department, that 
fact would 
stimulate 
investigation 
and research along historical, politi 
cal, scientific and biographical lines 
in our public schools. Topics and 
questions, which are now reluctantly 
omitted, would become investigators 
and thinkers instead of mere grinds 
and imitators. 
A library is an institution like the 
school, the church and the home,serv­ 
ing its definite purpose and meeting 
certain needs of a community. 
If 
Rushville needs the above mentioned 
institution, then the city needs a li­ 
brary in order to make the life of this 
community 
complete, useful 
and 
happy. The returns financially, intel­ 
lectually and spiritually will far sur­ 
pass the necessary dost and ntainten- 
ance of a public library and will won 
derfully assist in making Rushville a 
City Beautiful.

The rains have made the ground in 
most places easy to break up and 
quite an acreage has been turned fo 
seeding. 
Perhaps in 
some

more ground has been turned on ac­ 
count of the corn that was blown 
down by the late winds not being in 
a condition to make seeding profi- 
tabe. Yet the man who is up-to-date 
and rotates his crops will go to the 
extra expense in order to seed his 
com fields. 
The com 
stalks 
that 
were crooked by the wind storm are 
very annoying to the 
farmer 
and 
cause him more or less expense and 
labor during the seedling season. 
Fertilizer will be used 
this year 
more than ever. It is figured by most 


fanners now that fertilizing, while ii 
costs a little more, pays. It may not 
cause a greater average yield than 
where no fertilizing was done, but it 
is said to cause the grain to develop 
more fully. Fertilizing not only pays 
for its benefit to the wheat crop, but 
it remains in the ground and is bene­ 
ficial to the crop of clover that grows 
on the ground the next year. 
As to the acreage of wheat being 
not more than last. While the wheat 
not more tahn last. While the wheat 
crop the past season was poor, both 
in average and quality as well, the 
farmer has come to realize the fact 
that sticking to a thing pays and this 
fall he is sowing wheat and next 
year may be the one that will win for 
him the “Jack pot.”
